A SENSATIONAL LAW SUIT. 

s 

CfrsTC Ckarftt liratMt Two Otetsn. 

Carlisle Mercury. 

On Monday laRt Messrs. Kennedy & 
Kennedy filed snit for injiiTiction in tho 
NicliolHH Cirrnit Court in In-half «>f John 
H. Smart airainst Dr. .John L. Robbins and 
wife, and Dr. Wm. H. Martin, ail of this 
connty. The |>etition filed sets forth that 
lifter the lUHrrijige of said John L. IJob- 
bina and Mollie J. Bobbins, nee Smart, 
aaid Rohbins by threat and menances 
caused Mrs. Rubuinflto ndinit that she and 
ber brother, John H. >Sumrt, had commit* 
ted the crime of incest before said mar- 
riage, and thiit at saiil Uohhins'roniniands, 
Mrs. Uobl)in8 foiiimuaicated to hor broth- 
er her so-called confession, and that said 
Robbins requested that said John B. 
Sniurt should eonio to Robbins' house, 
talk over the matter and be friendly. John 
B. Smart says that knowing said accusa- 
tion was false, he thougrht l^st tosee Rob- 
bins and have a -talk with him. Smart 
says he went to Kobbins' house, and that 
as soon as he entered, said Robbins shut 
and lucke<l the <l()or, <'ocked a pistol and 
placed it at his, Smart's, head and de- 
manded that he, Smart, should execnte 
seven notes of $150 each, payable an 
nually, the firstof November 188i3,and one 
each succeeding November for aeifen 
years. He says he diil this in order to save 
bis life, and the life of his wife and chil- 
dren. That at the command of aaid Kob- 
bins, he, Smart, afjreed to mortgage his 
farm of fifty acres to said Kobbin'a wife to 
secure the payment of said aevan notes. 
That in order to save his life, aa he verily 
believed, he did execute the seven notes 
and mortgage, but that the notes and 
mortKage are fraudulent and void, there 
being no consideration, notwithatanding 
they set fortli that they werefor b<nT0W6d 
money. The plaintiff Smart aeta forth 
that Dr. Wm. R. Martin has beep aaaert- 
ing some claim to or interi'st in said notes, 
and pretends that lie has paid or advanced 
some money to defendant KobMason ac- 
count of said notes. He denies that Mar- 
tin has any right to or interest in said 
notes, or in any part of either, but that 
Martin has now, and had before said 
mortgage were executed, a full knowledge 
of the methods used to secure them. 

This is one of the moat sensational suits 
filed in our Courts for many years, and, 
of course, will he a fruitful theme for com- 
mentators for many months. In addition 
to the petition above referred to Mrs. Bob- 
bins appeared before County Clerk Camp- 
bell and made oath that at the request of 
her husband, and und^r fear of threats 
against her life t>y her hiinband she did 
admit the crime of incest, but that said 
admission was false, being without the 
slightest foundation, and was made only 
to save her own life, and the life of ber 
brother and his family. 

In addition to the above Mrs. John B. 
Smart, wife of the plaintiff, who entere<i 
into the mortgage with ber husband, hhvh 
that ahe did so under threata of death at 
the hands of the defendant. Dr. John L. 
Robbins. 

This petition, as we stated above, was 
filed Monday, and as we have not seen 

Dr Robbins since, we can not give bis 
version of ti>e unfortunate affair. Mrs, 
Robbins left Monday afternoon for her 
father's home in Missouri, while we un- 
derstand Dr. Kobbins is at Dr. Martin's 
home, in this county. 

THB OTHBE eiDl. 

Faellng that it was not exactly justice 
to the defendant to publish the sutement 
of the other side only, we culled on Messrs. 
Rosa A Owens, attorneya for Dr. Robbins, 
and secured a few atatementa from them 
in regard to their client's position. These 
gentlemen have not^ of course, filed theii 
answer to the petition of Mr. Smart, but 
will include in it the written confession of 
incest by Mrs. Kobbins, voluntarily writ- 
ten by herself, made immediately follow- 
ing her marriage, which oonfeaiien fills 
aevaial pagaa cii Isttar paper, aisnad by 
Mm BsMtas sad sMMlsd » iHtMM SI 



her own solicitation. In tliis statement it 
is said she confessc's to carnal connection 
with her brother, beginning wli. n she 
wasouite young. We are given to under- 
stand that the defense will set forth that 
Smart made the notes and mortgage to 
provi«le for his sister and save her from 
tlie shame of exposure, at his own sug- 
gestion. That Smart and wife came to 
Carlisle and made the mortgage, having 
it re-written by County Clerk Cirnphell, 
without once intimatinn tliat tliey were 
forced to make it, bnt said that they did it 
to secure borrowcl money. It is also said 
that Mrs. Robbins left her husband at bia 
brother-in-law'a Monday in the best of 
spirits, that she never once spoke of leav- 
ing, and that after coming to Carlisle she 
bought her husband a present, and wrote 
him a letter couching in the most endear- 
ing terms, but stated that she was going 
to leave for parts unknown. 

Br. Robbins claims that this confession 
waamadetohim without any intimidation 
from him, and that she made the same 
confession to others, of which he haa 
written evidence which can not be ques- 
tioned orgainsayed. (This we understand 
refers to a confession made by Mrs. Kob- 
bins to her father and brother in Misaourl, 
after her marriage, and of which a brother, 
not the plaintiff, wrote to Dr. Kobbins 
about.) 

The conflicting statements of the parties, 
their social position, and simple justice re- 
quire that neither party ahould be preju- 
di<;ed by a hasty formation of opinion, and 
the public should await a legal investi^- 
tion of the facts in the case before decid- 
ing as to the guilt of any of the parties 
cooosmsd.

Some charming dresses have been made 
tl)is season foagirlaof six to twelve In vel- 
vet or velveteen, overkilled skirts of wool 
or satin in a contrasting color.
